U These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adul¬ 
teration (Amendment) Rules, 1995. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules) in rule 32,; 

(i) in clause (b), after the proviso, the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

"Provided uEo that whenever any ingredient of animal 
origin is used, a declaration to this effect, shall be made 
on the label by inserting the words "Animal origin” 
after the specific ingredient."

“(bb) Nutrition information - Nutrient quantities 
/approximate) including carbohydrate, fat, protein, 
Vitamins, minerals and calorics per 100 grams;’* 

3. In the said rules, rule 32-A shall be Omitted. 

4. In rule 39 of the said rules after the words “approved by 
medical practioncrs”, the words “ or approved for medical 
purpose”, shall be added at the end. 

5. In the said rules, in rule 49, in sub rule (16) for the words 
”Mdk powder and condensed milk” the following words, 
shall be substituted, namely ; 

"Condensed milk unsweetened (Evaporated milk), con¬ 
densed milk sweetened, condensed skimmed milk unsweete¬ 
ned (Evaporated skimmed milk), condensed skimmed milk 
sweetened, milk powder, skimmed milk powder and partly 
skimmed milk powder”. 

6. In Appendix l B’ to the said rules — 

(a) for item A.114)2-02 and rhe entries relating thereto, 
the following item and entries shall be substituted,
